Honolulu. March 30. — Amelia Earhart’i big plane 
•kidded and craihed today while the was attempting to 
take off tor Howland Island on her world flight, hut 
she and her two men companions, Fred J. Noonan and 
Capt. Harry Manning, escaped injury. 

The plane skidded on the wet concrete runway and the 
right tire blew out, wrecking the undercarriage. 

There was a burst of flame from the engine and ambu¬ 
lances raced to the scene. 

They arrived to find Miss Earhart, white faced, climbing 
from the wrecked craft. 

“Something must have gone wrong,” she exclaimed. 

The globe-girdling plane, which hat 
carried the avlatrlx and her compan¬ 
ion* safely from Oakland. Calif- 
Upped over on 1U left wing. 

Him Earhart said: "This mean* 
postponement of my world trip, but 
not cancellation.** 

She announced the plane prcoably 
would be aent back to the factory for 
repair*. 

EARLY MORNING ATTEMPT 

The attempted takeoff was made 
shortly after dawn for the second 
stage of the world flight, a hop of 
1432 mile* to tiny Howland Island, 
southwest of here. 

Ilia* Earhart entered the plan* at 
5.40 am. Hawaiian time, after Navi¬ 
gator Manning and Noonan had taken 
their places In the craft. 

The motors were given a final 
warming up and then Mlaa Earhart 
"gunned*' them aa she headed the 
plane down tthe concrete runway of 
Luke Field at high speed. 

The plane was about half way down 
tha runway when the accident oc¬ 
curred. 

The avlatrlx. at the controls, waa 
aald to have cut the Ignition swltcbetL 
aa the eight-ton plane swery*4T 
thereby preventing fire. /

Minister of Justice Mr Lapointe 
said Canadians serving now with 
medical or other otggjpxations In the 
Spanish civil war would not be 
affected by the act or the exemptions 
as the act was not retroactive.

The Sun Moves North 

A stronomically speaking. 

the remaikable winter of 1936-37 will 
come to an end at 4.45 o’clock this afternoon, 
March 20. Pacific Standard Time. At that 
moment the earth will have reached the point 
m its orbit where its axis is at right angles to a 
line from the sun. Thus, the sun will then be 
directly over a point on the equator. This is 
the vernal equinox, which marks the beginning 
of spring, and,- in olden times, marked the be¬ 
ginning of the year. 

When the sun is over the equator, it rises 
exactly east, and sets exactly west. It is above 
the horizon half the day. and below for half, 
neglecting the effect of the earth's atmosphere, 
which bends the rays of sunlight around the 
earth’s curvature so that we always see the sun 
higher than it really ». But the supposed 
equality of day and night gives us the name 
‘'equinox.” which really means "equal night."

To UW Editor;—To dear a per nape 
misleading imp r ess i on established by 
lifuree appearing recently In the press 
regarding teachers' salaries. I teal It 
only fair to both sides (and 1 think 
moat ratepayers will agree with me) 
that the situation should be made a 
little more lucid. 

The average salary in the elementary 
schools was quoted at giei monthly. 
Out of ninety-four teachers teaching 
gradea 1 to 7 (Inclusive), only eight 
receive the average or a little better. 
Of the eighty-six teachers remaining, 
even those who have attained their 
maximum receive considerably leas. 
These figures were compiled from the 
latest report issued by the Depart¬ 
ment of Education. Any increments 
received by teachers not having at¬ 
tained their maxim urns, since the 
publication of this report, can make 
little or no difference to the figures 
quoted in this letter. 

The comparison of the Victoria and 
Vancouver salaries was also mislead¬ 
ing to those not fully acquainted with 
the facte of the eaee; inasmuch as 
the amounts paid to principals, vice- 
principals. supervisors, domestic sci¬ 
ence and manual training teachers, 
accounting for the high average in 
Victoria, are spread over an infinitely 
smaller number of classes per school 
—the Vancouver schools having as 
many as thirty divisions, whereas the 
largest school In Victoria has only

0NE DOESN'T LIKE to aay it. but one couldn't 
complete a report on the eastern landscape 
without noting that the people here know how to 
drees much mor» elegantly than we do.

•TODAY'S DISPATCHES FROM MA 

1 drid tell us that the troops of the govern¬ 
ment last night "smashed” forward eighteen 
miles northeast of Brihuega in Guadalajara 
Province to Navalpotro, only eleven miles from 
the important insurgent stronghold of Siguenza. 

"Smashing back.” says the dispatch, "the 
Italian ’volunteers'—to whom Premier Musso¬ 
lini allegedly had wired congratulations on their 
'assured victory*—the Socialist battalions 
ploughed along a thirty-mile battlefronL 

’’The Italian contingents were reported flee¬ 
ing all along the line. The militia engulfed 
town after town which they had yielded at the 
opening of the Giladalajara campaign." 

It i4 not for us to place the value on the 
authenticity of this dispatch. A very rigid cen¬ 
sorship is still being maintained in Spain; but 
the pages of history do not prohibit reference 
to the battle of Caporetto. Nearly twenty years 
ago. the great Italian retreat became a tragedy 
—a confession from General Cardona that 
unless he could delay the enemy advance down 
the Natisone and Judrio valleys he ran the risk 
of having his centre and right cut off. 

Caporetto, of course, would hardly be 
called a good advertisement for the fighting 
capacity of the Italian army. Mussolini’s le¬ 
gions, as they took "civilization" into Ethiopia, 
did. accordmg to their lights, a fine and most 
complete job of work. 

Italian troops in Spain, if the press dis- 
patchJrom which we havg_quoted contains facts, 
seem to be running the wrong way faster than 
they did when a famous Austrian d i vi s io n 
"bothered" them badly in 1917. 

II Duce ought to make quite sure of his 
facts about the “war in Spain" before he sends 
out congratulations to "his” volunteers.

But 
whether they are engaged In know¬ 
ingly disseminating false propa ga nd a. 
or are doing 'so in ignorance of the 
true facta, it t* highly necessary that 
the latter should b# placed before 
the public. In #o doing The Times 
is setting an example of courage and 
Independence that Is today all too 
rare. For though, except in Quebec, 
there Is at present no mass support 
for Fascism In Canada. It is known 
that it does not lack the support of 
certain powerful Interests. 

At present Fascism appears to bo 
in retreat in B.C. This retreat is 
more apparent than real, however. 
Events, not in BC. alone, have mads 
it advisable for it to play possum for 
awhile. But no one need suppose 
that lack of funds accounts for Its 
temporary eclipse. Money is avails bio 
In any amount whenever plutocratic 
overlords think the time Is ripe to 
expend It to advantage. They have a 
touching faith that money accom¬ 
plishes all things, due no doubt to 
the fact that it is the only thing they 
understand and respect. That It will 
accomplish much, non* will deny, 
but hitherto Jt has failed to purchase 
a very high order of Fascist propa¬ 
ganda None the less '’eternal vigi¬ 
lance la the price of safety" and the 
mere fact that intellectually, our pro- 
Fascist propagandists do not appear 
to be much above the level of our 
arboreal ancestors does not Justify 
us in ignoring their activities. 

In Its treatment of foreign affaire 
The Victoria Times appears to emulate 
the high standard set by Ths Man¬ 
chester Ouardian. This is a higher 
ambition than trying to turn it into 
the Victoria edition of the diehard 
Morning Poet of London.

They are a splendid invest¬ 
ment for our sinking funds. They will pay divi¬ 
dends in good years and bad years. There 
will be no failure if proper business principles 
are used in their management. Keep the assets 
in a productive state and do not dissipate the 
capital.”

Safeguard The Eyesight of 
Our Boys and Girls 

S tatistics show that only 

about three out of every 100 babies begin 
life handicapped by nearsightedness. But of 
those who go through our schools 40 per cent, or 
two out of every five, have defective vision upon 
graduation from college. Poor lighting in the 
schools, causing ut atural eyestrain, is blamed. 

A committee of the Victoria School Board 
under Trustee Mrs. MacLaurin. has for the last 
<4 |hree months been surveying lighting conditions 
in Victoria schools. This committee, making 
accurate measurements with scientific instru¬ 
ments, has found conditions not only far below 
any standard of efficient lighting, but positively 
destructive of the eyesight of pupils. Children 
are set to their tasks over periods of hours at 
desks in room, where the natural lighting is in¬ 
adequate for them to use their eye, without dan¬ 
gerous .train. In many of there rooms the 
natural light drive, in against their eyes, adding 
to their difficulties of vision, instead of striking 
io as to light the books on which they are work¬ 
ing. In other schoolrooms unshielded drop 
light, are found in use with their direct glare 
beating into the children's eye». Against thu 
glare the young pupils are forced to strain their 
eye. to we through to the blackboard. Sight- 
destructive glare is reflected from shiny black¬ 
boards. 

That these conditions should be corrected in 
y'tfM interest, of the younger generation is evi¬ 
dent. Pupils are going through our schools to 
be turned out with impaired vision. This costly 
handicap is imposed upon them unnecessarily, 
primarily because up until now no one ha, had 
an understanding of the problem or had the in¬ 
terests of the children sufficiently at heart to 
"“ke* fight for the-necessary improvements. 

The cost of improvements and the sup¬ 
plying of adequate light, after all. would not 
be Urge. It would be small when checked 
against the permanent damage done to the eye¬ 
sight of a generation. More than that, poor 
lighting hi the schoolrooms is costly through the 
retardation of pupils. Easy vision is one of the 
fust aids to easy learning. When pupils suffer 
from eyestrain, their class work lags; more time, 
often measured in years, and effort on the part 
V™* “ ,w ) ulrtd to Put them over 

the hurdles. This works out in dollars and cents 
in the total of teachers' salaries. It is even more 
costly when measured in terms of discouraged 
pupils, both during school years and in after life. 

I ne efforts of Mrs. MacLaurin's commit¬ 
tee to Improve lighting conditions in our public 
schools should thus be accorded the utmost sup¬ 
port by taxpayers in qeneral as well as parent,. 
We are just beginning lo realize

The death of Blehop Doull remove* 
one whom many In Canada know and 
loved. Be was born In Nova Scotia 
but trained for the ministry In ths 
Old Oountry. finally graduating from 
Cuddeaton. He began hi* work 
amongst us In Montreal and his death 
will be a great shock to his old friends 
there. He went west to be Dean of 
Columbia and rector of the Cathedral 
at Victoria. B.C. Ha wo* the first 
Bishop of the newly created Diocese 
of Kootenay. 

His character was that beautiful 
combination of strength and beauty, 
grace and truth which the apostles 
noticed In the Saviour. I remember 
at a meeting when a delegate from 
Kootenay hesitated aa to whether he 
had authority for aomc step or action. 
Quick as a flash Bishop Doull said. 
“I give you the authority." In 1933 
he resigned hla Canadian Bee and 
became an osalatent Bishop in Eng¬ 
land. but In 1934 ha was forced to 
retire by lll-hetltb- He died at 
Vernon. B.C. Thus hla life and min¬ 
istry spanned our broad land from 
one sea to the other. Those who knew 
him remember him with affection 
and our Canadian church mourns 
hi* passing. ■

Already the Canadian whole¬ 
sale price index la moving definitely 
upwards. And retail price* are be¬ 
ginning to follow. 

Agitation for higher wages rever¬ 
berate across the continent. Eager to 
hold profitable markets, manufac¬ 
turers grant the unions' demands. 
Again, the consumer will pay higher 
prices. Wage increases may again b* 
justified. Thus the spiral splus 
viciously. Governments are well aware 
of tha danger* of such a situation. 
Already ate pa have been taken In the 
*U-6. partially to sterilize gold Imports 
to l es sen the powerful effects of cheap 
money on tbs price level. 

In the United Kingdom, soaring 
base metal prices could seriously 
hamper the nation s rearmament pro¬ 
gramme and rumors have been rife 
that some measure of control ovar 
quotations may be attempted.

Snow crystals present designs of an 
almost Incredibly complex nature. 
Their variety Is infinite. 

No two snowflakes of the same de 
sign have ever been found. W. A. 
Bentley of Jericho. Vermont, a pioneer 
In the field of snow microphotograph v, 
took pictures of more than 4.000 cry*^ 
tala and found each one to show dis¬ 
tinct variations. 

Though It U commonly believed that 
snow crystallizes among the fluid 
droplets of clouds, this occurs only m 
rare Instances. The bulk of the snow 
crystals form directly from the Invis¬ 
ible and much smaller atoms and 
molecules of water floating between 
the c loud droplets. This Is proven by 


the fact that alight snowfalls have 
been known to fall from clear skies.

The turtles are then left helpless on 
their backs swelling shipment, their 


sensitive stomachs exposed to ths 
scorching rays of the tropical sun. 
Our correspondent also criticised tha 
method of shipment, stating that tha 
creatures are piled one xm top of an¬ 
other on deck without food or water. 
This matter ns* been referred to ths 
Royal Society for ths Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals.

Ottawa; March 20 — Speedy action 
In the Houae of Commons last night 
enabled Finance Minister C. A. Dun¬ 
ning to obtain approval of all the 
remaining tariff change Items in tha 
Canada-United Kingdom trade agree¬ 
ment except those relating to Iron 
and textiles. These latter were held 
over pending return to the Houae of 
Conservative Leader R. B Bennett, 
who was out of town yesterday. 

Agriculture Minister J. O. Oardlner 
decared good result* had come front 
the government's campaign to ad¬ 
vertise Canadian farm products In tlto 
United Kingdom and a further appro¬ 
priation for this purpose would bo 
asked this year. 

Millions of pounds of vegetable olio 
from tropical countries were coming 
[ into Canada to cause Canadian animal 
fata to go to waste. Joseph H Harris, 
Conservative, Toronto-Danforth. told 
the House. 

Mr. Dunning said the subject had 
been referred to the tariff board and 
Mr. Harris could be assured It would 
receive full and careful consideration. 

These oils, said Mr Harris, were 
coming Into Canada at the rate of 
150 000.000 pounds a year at low prices 
and displacing animal fata equivaent 
to the produce of l.000.000 animals. 

If the Canadian government im¬ 
posed 75 per oent of the duty Imposed 
by the United Bute*, said Mr. Harris, 
the gover nm ent would obtain a sev¬ 
en ue of 90.000.000 a year. 

F\«M FRODIC'TN GAIN 

Mr. Oardlner quoted figures to show 
that since the Canada-United King¬ 
dom agreement was signed in 1032 
Canadian exports of farm products 
to the United Kingdom had Increased.

"Despite all that has been said by

**X found my brother David in Vie* 
torla.

Ha re¬ 
turned to Victoria In the fall, as 
nearly alt the old Cariboo miners 
came back to Victoria every fall and 
apent the winter here, returning to 
the mine* la the spring. 

"My brother David had no steady 
work, and la a day or two I was 
fhaklag enquiries for work and found I 


there was considerable road con¬ 
struction going on. One of the pio- 
)ecta waa what we then called the 
Cr&igflower Road, now called the 
Island Highway. 


C HARLIE ASHE, an Irtanman. 
had a contract to build from i 
I Cralgflower to Parson's Bridge; so 
1 walked out to see him. got work 
for myself and my brother. The 
wages were $35 a month and board 
We worked with pick and shovel and 
mattock, grading the road and also 
graveling It twelve feet wide and 
twelve inches deep. The mode of 
applying gravel In those days was 
different than today. After the sur¬ 
face was graded we would take long 
planks of 2 113 and lay on* on each 
side of the road twelve feet apart 
placing them on -edge wtth pegs to 
hold them. 

"We'd then drive a team up with 
gravel and dump It. Others would 
bank up the earth from the ditches 
to the outside of the planks where 
It would hold the gravel when they 
were removed. Then the plank* 
would be moved for the next load 
“We had the mattock for grubbing i 
out roots, stumps and trees, but had • 


no stumping powder. It waa all done 
by manual labor. 

"While working on this road wo 
saw the biggest stampede that ever ! 
Victoria or Vancouver Island ha* 
witnessed? the Leech River gold rush. j

The DEPRESSION rears 
1 hit many industriea a blow 
below the belt. Revenues 
slumped disastrously in most 
of them but there is one (treat 
industry that has laughed 
derisively at alleged hard times 
and jauntily waltsed on to an 
all time high. That is the In¬ 
dustry of Beauty. 

Women, It appears, must 
maintain their beauty despite 
all trials, tribulations or busi¬ 
ness conditions. To meet de¬ 
mands of Canadian women in 
their search for beauty eighty- 
three factories devoted to the 
manufacture of cosmetics, per¬ 
fumes and other allied articles 
of the boudoir table turned out 
more than ♦7,000,fHH) worth of 
products in 1936. 

This, it must be rememhered. 
is the factory price only, which 
means milady paid out consid¬ 
erably more than that figure 
in purchase* over the counter 
of the retail store. 

TONS AND MOM T0N8 

Forty tons of facial clay, 160 
tons of glycerine, 500 tons of 
talcum powder. 50.000 gallons! 
of alcohol. ♦320,000 worth of 
perfumes, $820,000 worth of 
creams, $180,000 worth of lip. 
sticks. $605,000 worth of face 
ppwders, $232,000 worth of 
powder and rouge compacta 
$226,000 worth of talcum pow¬ 
ders, $50,000 worth of lotions, 
$70,000 worth of bath salts, 
are among the factory products. 

The cost of containers alone ) 
for these beauty aids goes over 
a million. Roves, bottles, labels, 
etc., added another $1,385,000 
to the bill Canadian women 
paid to the beauty industry in 
the last year's tabulated 
figures.

In other places coalbeds are only-a few yards 
down in the ground. 

When coal is close to the surface, the owner of the land is 
likely to use steam shovels to strip off the soil or rock above 
it. This provides the ‘‘strip mines” which are common in 
some places. The steam shovels keep working after the coal 
is reached, and hoist tons of it to waiting coal cars. 

Other mines are tunnels in hillsides which slope upward 
from the outside openings. In such cases, the miners load ears 
with coal, and let gravity do the work of taking the cars to 
the outer world. 

Most coah however, is obtained from mines more than 100 
feet deep. Some mines on our continent at-e more than 1,000 
feet deep. The world’s deepest coal mine is in Belgium, and’ 
has a depth of about four-fifths of s mile.

as much coal in a day as 100 

men could with hand-picks. 

Men who cut away coal sometimes face the danger of having 
a ledge of coal above fall down on them, bringing injury or 
death. Cases are on record where electric sparks from power 
machines have brought explosions of gas. 

After making a deep cut, miners often blast with gunpowder 
or dynamite. Such a blast may bring down coal with a total 
weight of many tons. 

When coal is broken into pieces it is hauled away. This 
leaves more Bpaee down in the mine. The more coal taken out 
of a coal mine, the bigger the mihe grows. The miners tunnel 
sway from the bottom of the shaft, and their work may take 
them hundreds or even thousands of feet from the shaft. A 
coal mine which has been worked a long while may have a 
large number of tunnels spreading out far down under the 
earth.

OATS 

r UE yield of yeventy-two bushel* 
of onto In 1036 exceeded the 
average by 10.4 bushel*. The variety 
grown was Marvellous, a strong- 
•trawed English winter oat. The 
total charges against the crop 
amounted to $41-79 per acre. The 
eats were valued at 49 cents per 
bushel and the straw at $10 per 
ton. making the total value of the 
crop $50.0$. The crop exceeded the 
outlay by $8.29 per acre. The oat* 
cost 42 cents per bushel and the 
straw $834 per ton to produce 


a field of oats.- Some of the plots 
were kept free. from weed*, while la 
others .the weed* were permitted to 
grow. With ample rainfall during 
the summer both oau and weeds 
made considerable growth. The 
average height of the oats in the. 
weeded plots was 0S.7 Inches, while 
the average height of those In the 
unweeded plots was 52 5 Inches. The 
average yield per acre In 1936 from 
the weeded plots was 813 bushels, 
and from the unweeded plots sixty- 
six bushels per acre. During the 
two year* that this experiment has 
been underway the weeded plots 
have yielded an average of 57.4 
bushels per acre and the unweeded 
plots 49.4 bushels. 

Apart from the actual yield tht 
value of the crop must be considered. 
What Is tbs farmer to do with tho 
grain polluted with weeds? It Is un¬ 
fit for seed. He cannot feed It t# 
his horses unless it Is put through 
the fanning mill and the same holds 
with his poultry. Unless the manure 
arising from such feed is composted 
It is a source of more trouble, at 
some types of weed seeds pre still 
vital, after having passed through 
the digestive tract. Even crushing 
the grain will not end the diffi¬ 
culty. for some seeds will still grow 
unless the feed is ground very fins. 

Weed control 

This experiment was undertaken 
to determine the value of certain 
cultural treatments and rotations on 
weed control. The work was carried 
out on sn area of nineteen acres 
devoted to the following four-year 
rotation. Pint year corn, second 
year winter wheat, third year clover 
hay and the fourth year timothy bay 
or pasture. The land was manured 
for th« hoed crop and ploughed In 
the fall, and a dressing of commer¬ 
cial fertiliser applied to the hay crop 
in the fourth year of the rotation. 

On each field of the rotation, five 
seres each one yard square, were 
permanently located. - A careful 
count was made of the number and 
kinds of weeds found growing or 
these square-yard areas, in 1986 ths 
areas located In the wheat and clover 
fields showed s marked decrease in 
weed population. For weed control 
the short rotation, as determined by 
actual count on daalgnated areas, 
has every advantage over the longer 
rotation In the suppression of weeds.

Cut them right back and they will 
throw all their strength Into pro¬ 
ducing flowers. Mr. Saunders says. 

Rose pruning can be divided Into 
three—hard pruning for exhibition 
flowers; medium pruning for the dis¬ 
play beds; and half pruning for ths 
larger varieties—but before describing 
these different methods there art a 
few general rules which should os 
enumerated. . 


Make a sowing of parsnips as soon 
as the soli la workable. 


Soak parsley seed twenty-four hours 
before sowing. 


CLOVER HAT 

Due to a fairly heavy yield of hay, 
2.66 tons per acre produced In 1936. 
a substantial profit was secured. 
During the past five years It has 
cost sn average of $1530 to produce 
a ton 5 clover hay. In 1936 the 
cost was $15.71. 


Attend to the Ivy on wall, either at 
the end of this month or In April. 
Do not wait until the new leaves 
sppe*r. 


TIMOTHY HAY 

The yield of timothy hay in 1936 
was below ths average, 9.18 tons per 
acre compared with 2.47 tons for 
four years. The total value of the 
crop amounted to $3934 which was 
produced at a cost of $30.46. 


Look over the hardy ferns and cut 
sway dead fronds. Work m a little 
leaf mould around the crowns. 


OPEN CENTR^r 

First, always leave the centre of ths 
bush open so that the plant will get 
plenty of light and air. 

Following close on this, always cut 
back to sn outside eye, so that the 
flower shoot will not grow Into ths 
plant. - 

As most people have their roses for 
the garden, medium pruning will be 
taken first. All weedy or superfluous 
growth should be removed. Tnen the 
strong main shoots of last year's 
growth should be cut ba|k to five of 
six eyes. This sounds drastic but It 
will give a bush of twenty or more 
branches throwing scores of lovelv 
flowers. 

For the gardener who wants flower* j 
far the show or home, Mr. Saunders I 
advises clearing everything out except 
the three or four main shoots of last 
year's growth. These sh ould *r cut 
back to two or three eyes. This will! 
throw all the strength of the plant 1 
Into bloom. Disbudding will further 
enhance the flower. 

Half pruning is only for some of the 
larger and older varieties of roses such 
as Ulrich Brunner, and American 
pillar types which are often trained 
against rocks and walls. Most of UK 
weedy twigs are cut out but some of 
the sturdier smaller growth t« topped 
back. The main growth Is cut In half, 
usually to about a dosen eyes. 

TRIM ROCfiH CIT8 

After the pruning scissors have 
done their work, Mr. Saunders goes 
over ths rough cute with a knife, 
neatly smoothing them off. The 
prun Inga should be burned and a 
little fertiliser sprinkled over the bed 
and dug in. 

As a special concession the Impress 
Hotel gardener gives here bis own 
special mixture which he considers a 
complete fertiliser for roses and which 
he believes Is the best substitute for 
barnyard manure. It oonsiste of 
twelve pounds of superphosphate of 
lime, ten pounds of potash, two 
pounds of sulphate of magnesia, one 
pound of sulphate of Iron and eight 
pounds of sulphate of lime. 

These quantities make thirty-three 
pounds of the fertiliser. If less Is 
needed, the amounts should be pro¬ 
portionately reduced. The fertliser 
should be finely crushed, and well 
mixed. Mr. 8aunders says a handful 
to s square yard Is shout right but 
warns that the rerWIiser should not 
be allowed to touch the plants.

the structural design of the 
garden. Now let us consider some of 
the native trees and shrubs. 

For our purposes these may be 
divided into three classes; First, the 
coniferous evergreens such as pine, 
fir. spruce, cedar, yew, etc.; secondly, 
the broad-leaved evergreens such as 
arbutus, bearberry. sola, Oregon grape, 
mansanita; thirdly, deciduous such as 
dogwood, mock orange, red currant, 
oak or maple. 

From the point of view of design 
the first must be used very sparingly 
In the small garden lest even a 
single specimen dominate and over¬ 
power the rest of the picture. An en¬ 
tirely deciduous planting, on the other 
hand, will seem weak and uninterest¬ 
ing because so utterly lacking the 
dignity and strength of character of 
evergreens. Therefore we find that 
th« problem resolves itefclf into main¬ 
taining a balance between the decidu¬ 
ous and evergreen in the grouping of 
trees and shrubs. 

An arrangement that la frequently 
the most satisfactory is a deciduous 
tree (or trees) planted with a strong 
drift of broad-leaved

nips, or drought spot or bitter pit 
in apples and pears, and even then in 
amount* that do not greatly exceed 
twenty pounds per acre mixed with 
at least ten times ss much sand or 
other inert material so that the baron 
can be evenly distributed over the 
whole area. 

It matters little whether the boron 
la applied as boric acid or as borax. 
Probably boric acid Is a little more 
suitable to the interior, owing to the 
alkaline tendency of Interior soils 
and. conversely, borax may be a little 
better on the acid soils of the Coast. 


B ORON, msngsneee, iron, copper 
and sine are the substances 
usually classified ss the minor ele¬ 
ment# of soil fertility. Unlike sul¬ 
phur. these substances are not -pres- 
ent in ordinary commercial fertilisers 
except as Impurities in spite of the 
fact that proof has recently been ob¬ 
tained that all these substances are 
essential In plant growth, and soils 
have been studied that ere Improved 
by the application of one or more of 
these substahcee. They are not clas¬ 
sified as fertilisers because they are 
required in very minute amounts, sad 
unfortunately an excess will often 
poison or destroy the natural fertility 
of s aolL 

Take the case of boron. Proof has 
been obtained by Dr. McLorty in the 
Okanagan, that small applications of 
boron, eight ounces of boric acid per 
mature appl^\tree, will correct tho 
physiological disorders known ss 
“drought-spot" and “corky core." We 
have shown that eighteen pounds of 
borax per acre will markedly reduce 
ths losses through dry rot In man¬ 
gels. sugar beets axuLgarden beets on 
Vancouver Island and in the lower 
Fraser Valley. We also secured evi¬ 
dence that "black heart of turnips'* 
Is offset by similar applications both 
on Vancouver Island and at Pember¬ 
ton Meadows, a district east of 
Bqussnlsh. 

BORON DANDER 

In spite of the widespread benefit 
by the use of boron In the form of 
boric acid or as borax, the Dominion 
Government found that it waa neces¬ 
saryUr prevent the aale of potash 
fertiliser that contained BOV ax as an 
Hripurlty. for the simple reason that 
continual applications of potash con¬ 
taining borax poisoned certain soils 
and. the destruction of fertility was 
traced to an oversupply of boron. 

Although we have considerable evi¬ 
dence that most British Columbia 
soils will stand, and that many are 
Improved by borax applications up 
to twenty pounds per acre, we ham. 
aa yet, no evidence that such applica¬ 
tions can be repeated even once on 
the same soil without actually lower¬ 
ing the natural fertility, and we have 
little Information as to whether soil*

Mystery Deaths Among, 
Horses Due to Forage 


Non-poisonous 

Plant Sprays 

Arsenic, load, copper and other min¬ 
eral poisons now used to protect 
plants against fungus, bacterial, and 
insect enemiee may find practicable 
and harmless replacement In an add 
naturally formed by living plants, 
suggests Maurice Coplaarow, British 
biologist. 

The substance la known as maleic 
acid. Experiments have shown that 
It exercises sn Inhibitory eff»-* on 
the growth of micro-organisms of de¬ 
cay, and Mr. Coplaarow suggests that 
Its effects may extend also to viruses 
hidden In dormant seed# and to In¬ 
sect* in early stages of development.. 
This some natural inhibitor, be adds, 
is probably transformed Into the 
natural accelerator of fruit ripening, 
ethylene, by • chemical change in¬ 
volving the liberation of carbon 
dioxide. 

In a communit-atlon to the Ameri¬ 
can weekly Journal. Science. Mr. 
Coplaarow suggests that maleic add 
may be applied as a spray In some 
suitable neutral oily medium. Unlike 
the mineral poisons commonly used 
for plant protection, maleic acid can 
be eaten by human beings without 
harm. 


P ROVINCIAL police In parts of 
ths interior have received a large 
, number of reports of mysterious 
] deaths among work horses on forms 
; and ranches. 

In all cases these horses staggered 
around aa though they had bgen 
doped, and then dropped dead. 

Autopsies on the animals revealed 
peculiar lesion# of the brain and 
j spinal cord. 

I Ths seriousness of the situation 
brought a hurry-up call to tho De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. On in¬ 
vestigating. Dr. W. R. Gunn, provin¬ 
cial livestock commissioner, an¬ 
nounced that the deaths were due to 
forage poeonlng. 

This condition, he said, could occfar 
in any part of the country. The 
disease was due to poor management 
and feeding. 

I Weather played s large part in the 
effect of forage poisoning, and the 
unprecedented number of deaths this 
year was due to the severe winter. 

The primary cause of the disease 
was the presence of such alkaloidal 
weeds aa horse-tail and bracken itHhe 
hay. A contributing factor was poor 
feeding and lack of exercise, which 
left the hone's system In s weak con¬ 
dition and open to attack by the 
poisons. 

Horses t uld be cured In the early 
stages of the disease. Dr. Gunn sold, 
but once a modification of brain 
and spinal tissue had set In. nothing 
could be done. 

Treatment 


and forgotten. Dr. Gunn advised 
that: 

1. They should be given dally exer¬ 
cise. ►' 

2. They should be fed some grain. 

3. Weeds, such as horse-tail ur 
bracken, should be removed from tho 
hay. 

Another cause of horse deaths was

Many of our natives are plants of 
•uch striking beauty and sensational 
garden value, that they may welt be 
used In many type* of arrangement— 
not just the strictly naturalistic gar¬ 
den- Take for exampls our lovely 
Spire* discolor—or os the botanist* 
have renamed it. Holodiacua discolor 
with ite profusion of delicate, plump 
tresses of creamy white lace. 

This la a shrub that well deserves a 
place In every garden, but since It 
grows so luxuriantly everywhere about 
us we ore prone, to overlook Its pos¬ 
sibilities. it grows well In sun or 
shade and la most happy and approp¬ 
riate in a naturalistic light woodland 
grouping and never more lovely than 
when grown bock of the herbaceous 
border to mingle that fluffy, creamy 
lace with the handsome toll spires of 
a tender blue delphinium. 

Amongst our natives w* number 
many of the broadleaved evergreens to 
give that satisfying sense of strength 
to our deciduous plantings. What 
could be more lovely and appropri¬ 
ate planting than drift of Oregon 
grope on a dry shady bank. Its rich, 
sparkling, glossy lsaves # splendid foil 
for our precious, dainty Erytherciu- 
umsv Then, too. Its glowing sutunin 
tints would recommend it to us alone, 
to say nothing or Its brignt clear 
yellow flowers, and purple fruit.

A method foe watering 
Individual trees especially those 
against a dry well, to to sink s drain 
pips near to the roots of the trees, 
place the hose pipe in the larger pipe
